The loveliest be- 
ing, the most unselfish being, that 
ever lived; He could not make a 
piece of bread so large as His 
finger to appease His own hunger, 
but He must make bread for five 
thousand. He could not cook one 
little fish on. the banks of Gen- 
nesaret to feed His own hunger, 
but He must fill the net of the 
disciples until the net brecke. 


With so much sorrow of His 
own, He might have cried all His 
lifetime; yet, He cannot see a 
funeral pass without breaking it 
up, and restoring the dead young 
man to his mother.

What happens when a good man)

God” (Matt. 4:4). And the great 
principle of the use of the Old 
Testament is made clear when 
Paul the apostle was inspired to 
tell the Corinthian Christians, 
speaking of the Old Testament 
Christians, that ‘all these things 
happened unto them for ensam- 
ples: and they are written for our 
admonition, upon whom the ends

Preachers are commanded to 
earnestly study the Scriptures of 
the Old Testament. It was these 
of which Paul wrote to Timothy, 
“All Scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correc- 
tion, for instruction in righteous- 
ness: That the man of God may 
be perfect, throughly furnished 
unto all good works” (II Tim. 3: 
16, 17). 

No man of God is “throughly 
furnished unto “all “food works” 
unless he knows the Old Testa- 
ment Scriptures and knows _ how 
to use them “for doctrine, tor 
reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness.” 

It is a surprising thing, it seems 
to me, that four rather long chap- 
ters are given to Jehoshaphat in 
the book of If Chronicles. Surely 
God had important lessons for 
New Testament Christians from 
the life of Jehoshaphat. And we 
must remember that Jehoshaphat 
was a real man. He was a Chris- 
tian, as truly as New ‘Testament 
believers are Christians. He knew 
the Lord, served Him, and I have 
no doubt was a born-again child 
of God whom we will meet in 
Heaven. 

Not only so, but the vroblems 
Jehoshaphat met were similar to

the problems with bites men 
must deal today. A man of God 
in a world full of people who do 
not love God-—what wiil his atti- 
tude be toward these men, how 
far will he go with his fellow- 
ship? If he loves them enough to 
help them, will he love them 
enough to compromise with them? 
And if a man, in disobedience io 
God, .errs on the side of love and 
kindness, on the side of fellowship, 
how will God deal with him? How 
will his sin affect his children and 
his generation? These were prop- 
lems with which Jehoshaphat 
came in contact, just the same 
kind of problems as every Chris- 
tian and particularly every Chris- 
tian in a place of leadership must 
face today. 

This world’s civilization is slant- 
ed and biased against God. Un- 
converted marr is a rebellious, car- 
nal, fallen creature. There -are 
false- gods<-who Claim men’s at- 
tention and loyalty now as in the 
days of Jehoshaphat. And wolves 
sometimes came in sheep’s cloth- 
ing then as they do now. And 
Satan’s prophets appeared as an- 
gels of light then as they do now. 
So let us prayerfully consider 
from the Scripture the story of 
Jehoshaphat’s ‘sin, his associates, 
and his sons.

TV Westerns 


A Baptist deacon told me the 
other day that he didn’t care much 
for television, just the cowboy pitc- 
tures. A Sunday School teacher 
informed me she did not allow her 
children to look at everything on 
television but supervised — their 
viewing, just letting them look at 
the children’s programs, the cow- 
boy pictures, and a few other 
things. A young pastor who had 
never been to the “movies” in his 
life told me he got a “kick” out 
of the cowboy pictures on. tele- 
vision! For some strange reason 
or another these folks (and tens of 
thousands like them) have for- 
gotten that the majority of west- 
erns on television are re-runs of 
old movies shown in local theaters 
five, ten or twenty years previous- 
ly, 

However, in recent months a 
new type western picture has 
made its appearance and is proving 
to be about the most popular me- 
dium of entertainment. television 
has found to date. What is it like? 
Let me quote from the column of 
TV columnist John Crosby, per- 
haps the most highly reputed TV 
critic in the United States. Refer- 
ring to the program, “Wagon 
Train,” he said: 

“First thing I knew, there was 
Linda Darnell taking a bath in a 
mountain stream witn which the 
plains are dotted. 


“A range rider named Clint Mc- 
Cullough came seeking her: ‘Do 
you always bathe in public?’ 


“*T didn’t ask you to come here,’ 
she shot back with spirit, not in- 
terrupting the soaping for a min- 
ute, 


““*Your supper’s on,’ said Clint 
and strode off. 


“ ‘Keep mine warm for me,’ and 
went right on washing. 

“Now, I submit when I was a 
boy, going to westerns most every 
Saturday afternoon, that snatch of 
dialogue would never have trans- 
pired. Western heroines not only 
never bathed in public, there was 
some doubt whether they ever 
took their clothes off under any 
circumstances. . . 

“Besides bathing in public, an 
unthinkable transgression against 
the code of the old West, Miss 
Darnell was traipsing across the 
prairies in a covered wagon with 
a man she wasn’t married or even 
engaged to... 


“The drinking and wenching and 
general level of sophistication are 
thoroughly unsettling to the resi- 
dents of the old west but they may 
go a long way to explain the con- 
tinuing popularity of some thirty- 
two westerns on TV. It’s just 
they’re not, in the old sense, west- 
erns. This one did have Indians 
and a bit of shooting but they held 
the gunfire till the last five min- 
utes when there was plenty of it. 


“At that point, the heroine (if 
you can call a girl who takes a 
bath in public a heroine) rescues 
the hero from an Indian by killing 
him and then she settles down to 
some real fancy gunplay against 
the remaining Indians with the 
man of her choice.” 


Such a mingled fare of “killum 
and kissum” has absolutely no 
place im the living room of a Chris- 
tian. This is true no matter wheth- 
er children or adults watch the 
screen. No child could ‘watch 
such..scenes without a disturbing 
emotional reaction. No adult can 
watch them without a dulling of 
his spiritual sensibilities. Since 
Colossians 3:17 plainly says, “And 
whatsoever ye do in word or deed, 
do all in the name of the Lord Je- 
sus, giving thanks to God and the 
Father by him,” I suggest you 
watch nothing on TV without ask- 
ing the Father’s blessing upon it 
and thanking Him for the privilege 
of watching the program. No 
doubt you will find many of your 
favorite programs suddenly be-

Saved by a Cross 


Elias Advarado owes his life to 
a cross which he was wearing on 
a chain about his neck, It seems 
that Elias and three of his com. 
panions snatched a woman’s purse 
in a Los Angeles theater and ran 
for the door. An usher heard: the 
woman scream, grabbed a gun out 
of the manager’s office, arrived at 
the lobby just as the youths were 
escaping and fired point blank at 
Advarado. The bullet embedded 
itself in the cross and its impact: 
buried the emblem in the skin of 
Advarado’s chest. Doctors removed 
the cross with the bullet stuck 
squarely in its center. The patient, 
who has a long record of arrests 
on suspicion of burglary, car theft 
and assault, was on parole from a 
detention school. He told reporters 
who visited his hospital room that 
he was through with crime. Hold.- 
ing up the twisted crucifix, he con-« 
fessed to the scribes, “Last night 
taught me something. I'm gonna 
reform.” 


Reformation is . commendable 
and it is sincerely hoped this youne’ 
criminal will not stray again from 
the path of honesty and virtue, 
However, mere reformation onlv 
leads to an eternal Hell. The only 
thing that can open the doors of 
Heaven for Advarado is a new - 
birth experience attained through 
faith in Jesus Christ.

Murder Will Out! 


Commander George Heatherhill, 
head of London’s famous criminal 
investigation department (CID), 
more popularly known as Scotland 
Yard, recently emphasized the bib- 
lical truth, “Be sure your sin will 
find you out” (Num. 32:23). Call- 
ing murder a simple affair which 
is “usually solved easily,” the vet- 
eran boss of 1,200 detectives de- 
clared that out of the fifty or six- 
ty murders in London each year, 
only about three or four remain 
unsolved. 


He said, ““We know usually who 
the killer is. The finger always 
points to some obvious suspect—a 
jealous husband, deserted lover or 
angry rival. After that it’s simply 
a job of collecting evidence.” Dur-« 
ing the five years he was head of 
the murder squad—just one of his 
many offices during his thirty- 
eight years with the department— 
he investigated about sixty kill« 
ings and solved every one.

More often, 
however, there is a period of de- 
lay between the act of sin and the 
time when the sin is discovered 
and punished justly.

He de 
scribed the “Teddy Boy” gangs 
Which roam the streets wreaking 
destruction and violence as his 
number one headache.

mad cattle, while the mob clap- 
ped their hands, 


For His precious name’s sake, 
people were bedaubed with com- 
bustibles and set on fire to light 
up mansions in parks and palaces, 
or were devoured by dogs, or were 
sewed up in bags with reptiles. 

For His precious name’s sake, 
timid girls were fastened on the 
beach at low-water mark, so that 
as the waves came up their souls 
were floated to glory; glad to die 
for Christ’s sake. 

Under Dominican, for Christ's 
sake, forty thousand perished. 

Under Diocletian, for Christ’s 
sake, nine hundred and forty-four 
thousand Christians perished.

Ashamed of Christ’s Friends 
and the Bible 


There are, dgain, people who 
are ashamed of Christ’s friends. 
someone says, “Who was. that 
you were walking down the street 
with? Why, that is a member of 
the church. I did not know you 
went into that kind of. society.” 

“Oh, no,” says the young man, 
“T just happened to meet him. I 
do not go into that kind of com- 
pany. I am a man of the world.” 

Ashamed of Christ’s _ friends! 
Yes, ashamed of Christ’s Book, 
these people are, of whom I speak. 
If they were found with a novel, 
or a history, or a poem in their 
lap, they would not apologize for 
it; they would not be embar- 
rassed. But if sometime you 
should find them with the Bible 
open, they would tell you they 
were not reading it; they were 
examining the pictures; they were 
looking at the binding; they were 
looking at the beautiful book- 
mark; but as to reading the Bible 
for the salvation of their immor- 
tal souls, they would not be found 
doing any such thing. Ashamed,

Oh, how can you be ashamed of 
Him? If you had been down flat 
with the typhus fever, and after 
the physician had been with you, 
and he had almost sacrificed his 
own life to save you, perhaps 
catching from you the contagion, 
but finally had cured you, you 
were going down the street with 
a friend you would say, “Do you 
know who that man is Over 
there? That is my doctor; he 
saved my life. I would not be liv- 
ing now if it had not been for 
that man.” Not ashamed of your 
doctor, and yet ashamed of the 
Lord Jesus Christ, the Divine 
Physician who comes down to you 
to cure the worst malady that 
man ever had, the leprosy of his 
own sins. 

When some years ago. the 
steamer Atlantic crushed into the 
Newfoundland rocks, you remem- 
ber how many perished; but the 
Rev. Mr. Ancient, rector of the 
Episcopal Church, standing on 
shore saw a man freezing in the 
rigging, and he says, “There is 
one man left.’”’ So he put out with 
a lifeboat, at the risk of his own 
life, and he came toward the ship, 
and he reached that man, put him 
in the boat, and brought him 
ashore. Was that man ashamed of 
the Rev. Mr. Ancient? To this day 
he talks about it pretty much all 
the time. He was so glad, so 
erateful that that man saved his 
life. And yet, we are floundering 
in the sea of our sins, and Christ 
comes down in the thundering 
surge, and we are ashamed of 
Him. 


Cowards Before Sinners! 

Why, there are peopie who have 
been in battle; perhaps they were 
at Lookout Mountain, or at At- 
lanta, or at Gettysburg, or Shi- 
loh. You did not flinch; you did 
your whole duty. You may have 
been in ten or fifteen battles; no 
one ever charged you wiih being 
a coward. In all matters of the 
world you are a brave man, But 
I should not wonder if some who 
could stand before cannon and not 
tremble, in the matters of the 
soul are cowards who dare not 
come forward, who dare not rise 
for prayer, who dare not lift their 
right hand. Brave for the world, 
but cowards for eternity. 


Who are those people, my 
friends, who are laughing you out 
of Heaven? You are ashamed to 
have them know you are seeking 
for God. I think I am describing 
the condition of thousands of peo- 
ple. I am not talking abstraction 
—[. do not like abstractions; I 
am. talking straight to the mark 
—-Who are those people cheating 
you out of Heaven? You are so 
afraid of. their scorn, and their 
jeers, and their caricatures. Have 
they in their hand a charm by 
which they can keep back sick- 
ness or death? Have they so much 
muscle in their arm that they 
ean fight back the King of Ter- 
rors? They strike their elbow 
against your elbow, as much as 
to say, “Be courageous; do not 
be impressed with that service; 
do not yield your heart to God. 
If you do I will iaugh at you, and 
the world will laugh at you, and 
a hard time you will have at 
the store, the shop, the factory, 
the banking-house, tomorrow.”

Ah, they are not the people you 
are going to send for when you 
come to die. They laugh at you 
now, and they are full of hilarity 
as they surround you; but when 
your dying hour comes, you will 
not- want them. Indeed, they will 
not come; they will be far from 
you. You would. rather’ have 
Christian association then; why 
cannot you have it now? 


The tide is going to turn after 
a while, and something of the 
same feeling which: the impeni- 
tent soul has for Christ, Christ 
will have toward the impenitent 
soul. As my text reads: ‘“Whoso- 
ever shall be ashamed of me and 
of my words, of him shall the 
Son of man be ashamed, when he 
shall come in his own glory, and 
in the Father’s, and of the holy 
angels.’’ Oh, how greatly different 
the second coming from the first 
coming. The first coming:—a cross; 
the last coming—-a throne. At the 
first coming the cattle stretch 
their mouths out toward the new- 
born babe; at the second coming 
all Heaven will wheel into line, 
the trumpet sounding, the dead 
rising, the archangel proclaiming, 
all the thunders beating their 
drum in the grand marcn to God. 
“Behold, he cometh with clouds, 
and every eye shall see him, and 
they also which pierced him; and 
all kindreds of the earth shall 
wail because of him.”

Even with wicked king Jehoram 
God was merciful and said, “‘“How- 
beit the Lord would not destroy 
the house of David, because of the 
covenant that. he had inade with 
David, and as he promised to give 
a light to him and to his sons for 
ever” (II Chron. 21:7). There is 
a sense in which when Gad select- 
ed David as king, He selected Da- 


vid’s descendants who followed 
him to the throne. 

But there is much evidence 
that in a special way the Lord 


was pleased with Jehoshaphat and 
blessed him and prospered him as 
king. 

Read these stirring words about 
the accession of Jehoshaphat to 
the throne and the way he turned 


his heart to seek the Lord and 
how God was pleased with him. 

“And Jehoshaphat his son 
reigned in his stead, and strength- 
ened himself against Jsrael. And 
he placed forees in all the fenced 
cities of Judah, and set garrisons

father had taken. And the Lord 
was With Jehoshaphat, because he 
walked in the first ways of his 


father David, and sought not unto 
Baalim; But sought to the Lord 


God of his father, and walked 
in his commandments, and not 
after the doings of Israel. There- 


fore the Lord stablished the king- 
dom in his hand; and all Judah 
brought to Jehoshaphat presents; 
and he had riches and honour in 
abundance.”’—II Chron. 17:1-5. 

We are told that “the Lord was 
with Jehoshaphat.” And egain we 
are told, “Therefore the Lord 
stablished the kingdom in. his 
hand.” 

Does some Christian reader feel 
that he is safer than others he- 
cause he has been anointed of God 
for some great task? No evange- 
list, no denominational leader, no 
pastor of a great church has been 
more definitely put in his place of 
leadership and spiritual responsi- 
bility than was Jehoshaphat. 

Does some mighty soul winner 
think that because he is used of 
God he is beyond the dangers of 
ordinary men and his deeds are 
not to be questioned because he 
is God’s prophet? But Jehosha- 
phat was a king on God's throne, 
approved and established of God 
in a place of spiritual leadership. 
Jehoshaphat was God’s man, high- 
ly placed, anointed and approved 
of God for great purposes, 


2. Jehoshaphat Led in a Great 
Revival, Under God 

It warms the heart to read how 
Jehoshaphat set out to teach the 
people of Judah the ways of the 
Lord and to do away with idolatry 
and to curb the sins in his nation. 
We are told: 

“And his heart was lifted up 
in the ways of.the Lord: more- 
over he took away the high places 
and groves out of Judah, Also in 
the third year of his reign he sent 
to his princes, even to Ben-hail, 
and to Obadiah, and to Zechariah, 
and to Nethaneel, and to Michai- 
ah, to teach in the cities of Judah. 
And with them he sent Levites, 
even Shemaiah, and Nethaniah, 
and Zebadiah, and Asahel, and 
Shemiramoth, and _  Jehonathan, 
and Adonijah, and Tobijah, and 
Tobadonijah, Levites; and with 
them Elishama and Jehoram, 
priests. And they taught in Ju- 
dah, and had the book of the law 
of the Lord with them, and went 


about throughout all the cities of 
Judah, and taught the people.”— 
II Chron. 17:6-9. 

Jehoshaphat took away the high 
places and groves out of Judah, 
and then in the third year he sent 
evangelistic teams including Le- 
vites, full-time Christian workers 
in the Lord’s business, along with 
princes of the land “to teach in 
the cities of Judah.” And so they 
went and “the book of the law of 
the Lord with them, and went 
about throughout all the cities 
of Judah, and taught the people.” 

God was greatly pleased with 
Jehoshaphat’s -revival work and 
we are told, “And the fear of the 
Lord fell upon all the kingdoms 
of the lands that on round

about Judah, so that they made 
no War against Jehoshaphat.’ 
Philistines brought presents. Je- 
hoshaphat built ‘cities and castles 
and raised a great army. 

It was wrong for Jehoshaphat 
to make alliance with Ahab, the 
wicked king of Israel, the north- 
ern kingdom adjacent to Judah. 
After that God sent His prophet, 
Jehu, the son of Hanani, to re- 
buke him sharply. and _- say, 
‘“Shouldest thou help the ungodly, 
and love them that hate-~- the 
Lord? therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lord.” But 
the prophet of God was instructed 
to say, ‘Nevertheless there are 
good things found in thee, in that 
thou hast taken away the groves 
out of the land, and hast prepared 
thine heart to seek God.” 


3. After the Sinful Alliance With 
Ahab, Jehoshaphat Continued 
to Lead the Nation to Serve 

God 


After the sin and the rebuke, 
Jehoshaphat carried out extensive 
reforms restoring the divine order 
in worship at Jerusalem. We are 
told, ‘And Jehoshaphat dwelt at 


| Jerusalem: and he went out again 


through the people from Beer- 
sheba to mount Ephraim, and 
brought them back unto the Lord 
God of their fathers.” He set 
judges in the land throughout all 
the walled cities in Judah to deal 
with the people and decide dis- 
putes on the basis of the law 
of the Lord. In Jerusalem, Je- 
hoshaphat set Levites and priests 
and princes to help solve problems 
and controversies that others 
could not solve. They were strait- 
ly taught to be fair and righteous. 
Jehoshaphat told them, “Deal 
courageously, and the Lord shall 
be with the good.” 


4. In the Invasion by the Moabites, 

Jehoshaphat Sought the Lord and 

Was Wonderfully Answered in a 
Mighty Deliverance From God 


In those days word came that 
“the children of Moab, and the 
children of Ammon, and _ with 
them other beside the Ammonites, 
came against Jehoshaphat to bat- 
tle.” It was an enormous com- 
pany of strong enemies. “And Je- 
hoshaphat feared, and set himself 
to seek the Lord, and proclaimed 
a fast throughout all Judah” (II 
Chron. 20:3). Jehoshaphat called 
a prayer meeting. Throughout all 
the cities of Judah people came 
to seek the Lord. Jehoshaphat ad- 
dressed the people gathered be- 
fore the court at the temple, and 
led in pubiic prayer. He quoted 


the blessed promises God had 


made concerning Israel and Je- 
rusalem. He said, “O our God, 
wilt thou not judge them? for we 
have no might against this great 
company that cometh against us; 
neither know we what to do: but 
our eyes are upon thee” (II Chron. 
20:12). 


God sent the prophet Jahaziel 
to speak to the people of Judah 
and Jerusalem and to King Je- 
hoshaphat saying, ‘““Thus saith the 
Lord unto you, Be not afraid nor 
dismayed by reason of this great 
multitude; for the battle is not 
your’s, but God’s” (II Chron, 20: 
15). They were instructed to set 
themselves and wait for God's 
blessing. Jehoshaphat led his peo- 
ple into the wilderness of Tekoa 
to see God work. And Jehosha- 
phat stood and said, “Hear me, 
-|O Judah, and ye inhabitants of 
Jerusalem; Believe in the Lord 
your God, so shall ye be estab- 
lished; believe his prophets, so 
shall ye prosper.” He appointed 
singers to sing the praise of the 
Lord and the beauty of holiness 
and they went before all the 
army. And as they sang and 
praised God, God turned the Mo- 
abites and Ammonites and Edom- 
ites against each other = and 
these enemies beat down one an- 
other. So Jehoshaphat and his 
people returned to Jerusalem with 
great spoil, “with psalteries and 
harps and trumpets unto the 
house of the Lord. And the fear 
of God was on all the kingdoms 
of those countries, when they had 
heard that the Lord fought against 
the enemies. of Israel. So the 
realm of Jehoshaphat was quiet: 
for his God gave him rest round 
about” (II Chron. 20:28-30). 

That is one of the most thrill- 
ing stories of answered prayer, of 
holy trust, and of divine deliver- 
ance in the Bible! 

How it warms our heart to see 
this good man Jehoshaphat call on 
God in the day of trouble and 
trust the Lord and teach the peo- 
ple to praise and depend upon 
God, and then to see how God 
delivered the king and his nation! 


Il. God’s Good King Compro- 
mises and Yokes up With 
God’s Enemies 


How could Jehoshaphat fall in- 
to the sin of yoking up with the 
enemies of God? He loved the 
law of the Lord, and he sent Le- 
vites and princes to teach the 
law in all the principal cities of 
Judah. 

Did not those spiritual Levites 
whom Jehoshaphat sent to teach 
the law tell him about the jn- 
struction in Deuteronomy 22:9- 
11? It reads thus: 


“Thou shalt not sow thy. vine- 
yard with divers seeds: lest the 
fruit of thy seed which thou hast 
sown, and the fruit of thy vine- 
yard, be defiled. Thou shalt not 
plow with an ox and an ass to- 
gether. Thou shalt not wear a 
garment of divers sorts, as of 
woollen and linen together.” 


Very likely Jehoshaphat had his 
own hand-copied scroll of the law, 
as God had commanded the king 
to have (Deut. 17:18, 19). And 
he knew, surely, the strict com- 
mands that God had given the 
children of Israel not to give 
their daughters to marry heathen 
husbands, and not to take the 
daughters of heathen men as 
wives. Did not Jehoshaphat know 
how God nad straitly threatened 
that everyone who went into idol- 
atry should be cut off from among 
Israel? Did he not know those 
times of falling into idolatry and 
sin in the days of the judges, 
when God so greatly chastened 
His people Israei? 

Then the sweet Psalms of Da- 
vid—we know that Jehoshaphat 
had surely read that first Psalm 
which begins, “Blessed is the man 
that walketh not in the counsel 
of the ungodly, nor standeth in 
the way of sinners, nor sitteth in 
the seat of the scornful.” Jehosh- 
aphat knew the Scriptures and 
he knew that God had plainly 
warned against yoking up with 
those who worshiped idols or 
those who did not truly serve and 
honor God. His sins were sins 
against plain commands of God. 


‘1. Jehoshaphat Joined in With 
Ahab to Battle the Syrians 
at Ramoth-gilead 


In the eighteenth chapter of 
II Chronicles we are told of the 
first great compromise of Jehosh- 
aphat with the enemies of God. 
There we read in verses one to 
three: 

“Now Jehoshaphat had riches 
and honour in abundance, and 
joined affinity with Ahab. And 
after certain years he went down 
to Ahab to Samaria. And Ahab 
killed sheep and oxen for him in 
abundance, and for the people 
that he had with him, and per- 
suaded him to go up with him to 
Ramoth-gilead. And Ahab king of 
Israel said unto Jehoshaphat king 
of Judah, Wilt thou go with me 
to Ramoth-gilead? And he an- 
swered him, I am as thou art, and 
my people as thy peopie; and we 
will be with thee in the war.” 

Jehoshaphat “joined affinity 
with Ahab.” What did they have 
in common? It was light joining 
up with darkness. It was the tem- 
ple of God joining with idols. It 
was an unequal yoke. It was the 
ox and the ass teamed together. 
It was mixed seeds in the same 
vineyard. It was a garment part 
linen and part woolen, which was 
forbidden in the law. Jehoshaphat 
answered to Ahab, “I am as thou 
art, and my people as thy people; 
and we will be with thee in the 
war.” 

Oh, we may be sure that Je- 
hoshaphat was very. religious

about all this matter! He said to 
Ahab, “Enquire, I pray thee, at 
the word of the Lord to day.” 
And then when four hundred 
prophets all agreed and said yes, 
that Ahab should go on with his 
armies to Ramoth-gilead to bat- 
tle, “for God will deliver it into 
the king’s hand,” Jehoshaphat still 
wanted another prophet. Jehosha- 
phat said, “Is there not here a 
prophet of the Lord besides, that 
we might enquire of him?” 

Did Jehoshaphat have some 
warning in his conscience? Doubt- 
less he did. And did Jehoshaphat 
feel that the four hundred proph- 
ets who pleased wicked, idolatrous 
Ahab well might not be very true 
to God? I think he had his sus- 
picions of these prophets. And so 
the prophet Micaiah was called 
although Ahab said, “But I hate 
him; for he never prophesied good 
unto me, but always evil.” 


Here was one prophet, Micaiah, 
against four hundred others. Sure- 
ly God would be with the majori- 
ty, would He not? No, God. was 
with the one man and not with 
the majority. Any one man who 
goes to God directly, not seeking 
to please men, is more likely to 
know the.will of God than four 
hundred prophets who serve an 
idolatrous, wicked king like Ahab! 
The majority is not always right, 
and certainly the majority was 
not right this time. 

Micaiah was ‘solemnly warned 
that he should bring a good word 
to the king like as did the other 
prophets, but he answered, “As 
the Lord liveth, even what my 
God saith, that will I spé@ak.” 

Then Micaiah said, “I did see all 
Israel seattered--upon the. moun- 
tains, as sheép that have-ne-shep- 
herd: and the Lord said, These 
have no master; let them return 
therefore every man to his home 
in peace.” Micaiah had learned 
from God that Ahab would be 
killed in the battle. 


Furthermore Micaiah said that 
God had put a lying spirjt into 
the mouths of these men-pleasing 
prophets. God sometimes uses 
popular preachers and religious 
leaders to lead people into dis- 
aster and ruin. 

Zedekiah, one of the prophets 
who had encouraged Ahab, came 
and slapped Micaiah in the face. 
King Ahab told his officers to 
put Micaiah in prison and feed 
him with bread and water until 
he, Ahab, should return jn peace. 
But the spunky and Spirit-filled 
prophet Micaiah said, “If thou 
certainly return in peace, then 
hath not the Lord spokea by me.” 
Then he called aloud and said, 
‘“‘Hearken, all ye people.” 

Micaiah’s prophecy was  ful- 
filled. Ahab was killed in the bat- 
tle. Jehoshaphat, for his com- 
promise, almost lost his life; but 
he cried aloud and begged for 
mercy and he was spared and 
went back to his kingdom though 
his unbelieving partner, Ahab, 
was killed as God had fcretold by 
His prophet. 

It was after this alliance with 
Ahab, this shameful partnership 
with a notorious man, that God 
sent the prophet to rebuke Je- 
hoshaphat, as in the words of our 
text. 

“And Jehu the son of Hanani 
the seer went out to meet him, 
and said to king Jehoshaphat, 
Shouldest thou help the ungodly, 
and love them that hate the 
Lord? therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lord” (II 
Chron. 19:2), 


2. Jehoshaphat Joins in Business 
Partnership With King Ahaziah, 
.. Wicked Son of Ahab 

Ahab is dead. However much 
Jehoshaphat liked the company of 
this wicked man, their fellowship 
is broken for good, for now Ahab 
is dead! 

But Ahab had a son, Ahaziah, 
and with him Jehoshaphat joined 
forces in a business partnership 
or gain, as he had joined in part- 
nership with Ahab in war. 

How wicked was this new king 
with whom Jehoshaphat joined 
himself? 

Ahaziah reigned only two years 
over Israel in Samaria and died. 
We are:told, “And he did evil in 


the sight of the Lord, and walked 


in the- way of his father, and in 
the way of his mother, and in the 


way of Jeroboam the son of Ne- 
bat, who made Israel to sin: For 
he served Baal, and worshipped 
him, and provoked to anger the 
Lord God of Israel, according to 
all that His father had done’ (I 
Kings 22:52, 53). 

Thus Ahaziah came to his 
death. He fell down through a 
lattice in his upper chamber, was 
seriously injured, and sent mes- 
sengers, saying, “Go, enquire of 
Baal-zebub the god of Ekron 
whether I shall recover of this 
disease” (II Kings 1:2). But God 
had an answer for wicked Aha- 
ziah, and the answer came not 
from the bull god of Ekron. 


“But the angel of the Lord 
said to Elijah the Tishbite, Arise, 
go up to meet the messengers of 
the king of Samaria, and say unto 
them, Is it not because there is 
not a God in Israel, that ye go to 
enquire of Baal-zebub the god of 
Ekron? Now therefore thus saith 
the Lord, Thou shalt not come 
down from that bed on which 
thou art gone up, but shalt surely 
die. And Elijah departed.’—II 
Kings 1:3, 4. 

But wicked as Ahaziah was, Je- 
hoshaphat, ignoring the rebuke of 
God’s prophet, joined with King 
Ahaziah, as with Ahab before, 

“And after this did Jehoshaphat 
king of Judah join himself with 
Ahaziah king of Israel, who. 
very wickedly: And MMe jek 
himself with him to rristheespigb ips 
to go to Tarshish: and they made 
the ships in Ezion-gaber. Then 
Eliezer the son of Dodavah of 
Mareshah prophesied against” Je- 
hoshaphat, saying, Because thou 
hast. joined thyself with Ahaziah, 
the Lord hath broken thy works. 
And the ships were..broken, that 
they were not able %% go to Tar- 
shish:"2211 Chron. 20 °3Rziw 

This good man, Kinggsd@hosha- 
phat, had been sterr{¥ rebuked 
for his- alliance with Ahab. But 
the Bible does not record any re- 
pentance or confession of the sin 
of his unequal yoke by Jehosha- 
phat. We do not read that Jehosh- 
aphat made any public an- 
nouncement that he would “go 
anywhere, under any sponsorship, 
as long as there are no strings 
on my message,” but that is the 
course he pursued. Jehoshaphat 
joined with Ahaziah, king of Is- 
rael, to make ships together ‘“‘to 
29 to Tarshish,” that is, 
far-off foreign ports and trade 
and bring riches to these two 
kings of Judah and of {fsrael. 

Solomon and Huram (or Hir- 
am), king of Tyre, had joined to- 
gether to send ships down the 
east coast of Africa to Ophir ‘‘and 
took thence four hundred and fif- 
ty talents of gold, and brougat 
them to king Solomon” (II Chron. 
8:18). They sailed from Ezion- 
gaber, on the point of the Red 
Sea in Edom, south of Judah. 
Those ships of the two_ kings, 
Solomon and Huram, brought not 
only gold, but algum trees and 
precious stones; and we are told, 
“For the king’s ships went to 
Tarshish with the servants of 
Huram: every three years once 
came the ships of Tarshish bring- 


ing gold, and silver, ivory, and 
apes, and peacocks” (Il Chron. 
19°30: 21}. 


Now Jehoshaphat and Ahaziah 
made ships. and joined together 
for a similar purpose. 

We can see why Ahaziah want- 
ed to join with Jehoshaphat in 
this venture. In the same twenti- 
eth chapter of II Chronicles where 
we are told of their joint trading 
venture, we have just read of 
God’s wonderful deliverance of Je- 
hoshaphat from the combined 
armies of the Edomites, the Am- 
monites, and the Moabites. So the 
country Edom, which contains the 
seaport of Ezion-gaber on the Red 
Sea, is in the control-of Jehosha- 
phat and the kingdom of Judah. 
So, despite Ahaziah’s wickedness 
and idolatry, Jehoshaphat joins 


with him to build the ships at 


Ezion-gaber and send them on 
voyages. They hope to receive the 
riches which came to Solomon-— 
gold, silver, ivory, apes, peacocks, 
precious stones, and algum trees 
—such as were available on the 
long voyages down the coast of 
Africa and with expeditions into 
the interior of the Dark Conti- 
nent. | 
God had warned Jehoshaphat 
before. Now God spoke more 
sternly. God had a prophet, Elie-} 
zer, the son of Dodavah of Mare- 


shah, who prohesied against Je-| 


hoshaphat, saying, “Because thou 
hast joined thyself with Ahaziah, 
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the Lord hath broken thy works.” 
And sure enough, the ships were 
broken with some mighty tempest 
sent from God and they were not 
able to take the long sea voyages 
planned. Before God’s prophet had 
said, ‘“Shouldest thou help the 
ungodly, and love them that hate 
the Lord? therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lord.” But 
this time there was more than 
a warning: the ships were broken, 
the investment was a failure. God 
judged His servant and punished 
him for his unequal yoke with the 
wicked. 


8. A Third Alliance With the Un- 
godly: Jehoshaphat Yokes Up 
With Jehoram for War 
Against Moab 

So Ahaziah “died according to 
the word of the Lord which Eli- 
jah had spoken. And Jehoram 
reigned in his stead... .” Je- 
horam, the new king of Israel, 
was also a son of Ahab, “And he 
wrought evil in the sight of the 
Lord; but not like his father, 
and ike. his mother: for he put 
away.the image of Baal that his 
father had made. Nevertheless he 
cleaved unto the sins of Jeroboam 
the son*®f Nebat, which made [s- 
rael to sin; he departed not there- 
from” (II Kings 3:2, 3). 

Now. again Jehoshaphat made 
an alliance with an ungodly king 


ee 


It is not the arithmetic of our 
prayers; that is, how many.

and “cleaved unto 
Jeroboam.” 

The occasion was this. The king 
of the Moabites paid tribute to 
the king of Israel, but after Ahab 
died, the king of Moab rebelled. 
So King Jehoram of Israel rallied 
his army. “And he went and sent 
to Jehoshaphat the king of Judah, 
saying, The king of Moab hath 
rebelled against me: wilt thou 
go with me against Moab to bat- 
tle?” And here Jehoshaphat said 
almost the same words. as he had 
said to Jehoram’s father Ahab: 
“And he said, I will go up: I am 
as thou art, my people as thy 
people, and my horses as thy 
horses” (II Kings 3:7). 

The king of Edom, who was 
subject to Judah, went with them 
to the battle. They took a round- 
about journey of seven days. They 
were without water and in enemy 
country and were about to de- 
spair. 

But Jehoshaphat still believed 
in the Lord and he said, “Is there 
not here a prophet of the Lord, 
that we may enquire of the Lord 
by him?” Yes, he was answered. 
Elisha, the prophet of God, was 
with the host. So the three kings 
went down to see Elisha. 

Elisha immediately 
this unholy alliance. He said to 
the wicked king: of Israel, ‘““What 
have I to do with thee? get thee 
to the prophets of thy father, and 
to the prophets of thy mother.” 
But the king of Israel said, “Nay: 
for the Lord hath ealled these 
three kings together, to deliver 
them into the hand of Moab.” 

And Elisha said sternly, “As 
the Lord of hosts liveth, before 
whom I stand, surely, were it not 
that I regard the presence of Je- 
hoshaphat the king of Judah, I 
would not look toward thee, nor 
see thee.” But he asked for a 
minstrel; the hand of the..Lord 
came upon him and he was told 
that God would fill a valley with 
water that all might drink and 
that God would deliver the Moab- 
ites into the hand of these three 


kings. And so it came. 


God still loved Jehoshaphat. Je- 
hoshaphat was still a good. man. 
But he sinned in allying himself 
with the man who was not a real 
friend. of God. 


4. ehnakeuieakts Alliance With | 
Wicked Men Put Him out ‘ 
Fellowship With God’s 
Prophets — 
Jehoshaphat was a good man. 
He’ ‘loved God, joved. the Word of 
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reproved 


God, wanted to do right. The Bi- 
ble tells us so plainly. And yet 
his compromise with wicked men, 
his lining up with the enemies of 
God, necessarily put a gulf be- 
tween him and God’s prophets. 


When Jehoshaphat had first 
visited Ahab and joined with him 
to fight the battle of Ramoth- 
gilead and said to Ahab, “I am as 
thou art, and my people as thy 
people; and we will be with thee 
in the war,” Jehoshaphat insisted 
they should “enquire, I pray thee, 
at the word of the Lord to day.” 
And when four hundred prophets, 
well-fed and obligated to wicked 
King Ahab, said, “Go up; for God 
will deliver it into the _ king’s 
hand,” Jehoshaphat yet demurred. 
Certainly he had some _ doubts 
about this matter. He said, “Is 
there not here a prophet cof the 
Lord besides, that we might en- 
quire of him?” 

So Micaiah, another’ prophet, 
was called though Ahab said 
plainly, “But I hate him; for he 
never prophesied good unto me 


Micaiah said plainly that Ahab 
had been deceived by a lying 
spirit in the mouth of his proph- 
ets, that Ahab would be slain in 
the battle, and the people left 
as sheep without a shepherd. And 
Jehoshaphat stood by and saw 
Micaiah slapped and abused by 
Zedekiah. He heard Ahab com- 
mand that Micaiah should be put 
in prison on bread and water un- 
til- the king should return in 
peace. Jehoshaphat was a_ party 
to the mistreatment of God’s 
prophet, Micaiah. He had already 
compromised with Ahab, so he 
could not take sides with God's 


man. 

The man who runs with. the 
Devil’s crowd will criticize God's 
faithful men who do not com- 
promise. The Christian who runs 
with modernists will attack fun- 


damentalists. 


Later Jehu, the son of Hanani, 
another prophet, rebuked Jehosh- 
aphat and said, ‘“Shouldest thou 


help the ungodly, and love them 
that hate the Lord? therefore is 
wrath upon thee from befcre the 
Lord.” But the Scripture records 
no word of confession on Jehosha- 


phat’s part, no word of thanks 
to God’s faithful prophet, no in- 
tercession in behalf of Micaiah, 


who had suffered because he told 
the truth. 

Jehoshaphat had. put himself 
on the opposite side of the faith- 
ful prophets, Micaiah and Jehu. 

When Jehoshaphat lined up 
with Ahaziah to make ships in 
Ezion-gaber for joint voyages, 
Eliezer the prophet ‘prophesied 
against Jehoshaphat,. saying, Be- 
cause thou hast joined thyself 
with Ahaziah, the Lord hath bro- 
ken thy works.” Thus the ships 
were broken and were not able 
to make the voyage. But Jehosha- 
phat and the prophet Eliezer 
were on opposite sides when they 
ought to have been on the same 
side. And the fault was Jehosha- 
phat’s, not God’s prophet’s. 


It is always a _ bad _ business 
which puts a compromising Chris- 
tian on the opposite side of the 
most faithful preachers, the most 
faithful prophets of God. 


When Jehoshaphat joined with 
Jehoram, the next king of Israel, 
Ahab’s son, and with the king of 
Edom to go against the Moabites, 
Jehoram went before’ Elisha, 
pleading to have help from God. 
But Elisha said, “As the Lord of 
hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
surely, were it not that I regard 
the presence of Jehoshaphat the 
king of Judah, I would not look 
toward thee, nor see thee” (II 
Kings 3:14). Elisha respected Je- 
hoshaphat as a-good man, but 
was sad to see him in such com- 
pany. And Jehoshaphat knew that 
in this matter he was not as close 
to God as was Elisha, and that 
he must endure the scornful look 
of the stern old prophet who had 
no respect for his alliance with 
the two wicked kings. God loved 
Jehoshaphat and so did Elisha, 


But this consequence of com~ 
promise is an old, old story in 
the Bible. The man who helps 
the ungodly and loves them that 
hate the Lord (II Chron. 19:2) 
is bound to be ill at ease in deal- 
ing with God’s anointed prophets 
who do not compromise. 

So it was with Asa, the father 
of Jehoshaphat. Asa, too, was a 
good man. He loved the Lord. But 
he, too, sold out by yoking up 
with the Syrians to protect him 
against Israel. Hanani the seer 
came to rebuke Asa, king of Ju- 
dah, and said, ‘Because thou hast 
relied on the king of Syria, and 
not relied on the Lord thy God, 
therefore is the host of the king 
of Syria escaped out of thine 
hand” (II Chron. 16:7). But Asa 


-had no thanks. for God’s honest 


prophet. We are told, “Then Asa 
was wroth with the seer, and put 
him in a prison house; for he was 
in a rage with him because of this 
thing. And Asa oppressed some 
of the people the same time.” (II 
Chron. 16:10). 


I am sure that King Asa talked 
about Hanani as “ultra-funda- 
mentalist.” I am sure that he said 
in effect that Hanani was “bigot- 
ed, envious, a Pharisee,” and that 
Hanani had ‘‘a contentious spirit.” 
So good men talk when they com- 
promise and when-they run with 
the enemies of the Lord and the 
Bible and yoke up with unbeliev- 
ers. And a man cannot compromise 
with modernists and yoke up with 
wicked men without trying to ra- 
tionalize his actions by attacking 
the men who stand true, 

Jehoshaphat broke — fellowship 
with God's prophets by yoking 
up with unbelievers and the ene- 
mies of God,

hate the Lord? therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord” 
(II Chron. 19:2). There was 
wrath on Jehoshaphat. He was 
a good man. “His heart was lifted 
up in the ways of the Lord: more- 
over he took away the high places 
and groves out of Judah.” Yes, 
he “sought to the Lord God of 
his father, and walked in his 
commandments, and not after the 
doings of Israel.” But neverthe- 
less, for his compromise Jehu told 
him, “Therefore is wrath upon 
thee from before the Lord.” 
Good men reap what they sow, 
as do evil men. David was a good 
man, but he suffered greatly for 
his sin with Bath-sheba and for 
the murder of Uriah. Samson was 
God’s anointed prophet, a Naza- 
rite, and the Spirit of God came 
upon him often and helped him 
do mighty things; but for his sin, 
he ended as a blinded, discredited 
prophet and died a slave of his 
enemies. When a good man sows 
to the wind, he reaps a whirl- 
wind. When a good man sins, his 
sins find him out. When a good 
man sins, he reaps what he sows. 
And there was wrath upon Je- 
hoshaphat from the Lord, because 
he allied himself with the enemies 
of God and yoked up with un- 
believers and outrageous sinners! 


1. Jehoshaphat’s Punishment Was 
Delayed. God Continued Blessing 
and Mercy Despite the Sin 


It is one of the marvelous qual- 
ities of God that He is “slow to 
anger, and plenteous in mercy” 
(Ps. 103:8). He is “longsuffering 
to us-ward, not willing that any 
should perish, but that all should 
come to repentance” (II Peter 3: 
9). So God did not immediately 
slap Jehoshaphat down nor bring 
him to ruin. 

At first there was a sharp re- 
buke from Jehu over the alliance 
with Ahab, but we do not know 
that there was any immediate 
punishment. 

Surely Jehoshaphat had enough 
warning. He went to war with 
Ahab against Syria. The battle 
was lost, Ahab was killed, his 
own life was seriously threatened. 
But we are told, “And Jehosha- 
phat the king of Judah returned 
to his house in peace to Jerusa- 
lem.” 

God had not quit Jehoshaphat. 
After that time Judah was invad- 
ed by Moabites. Jehoshaphat 
feared and set himself to seek the 
Lord and _ proclaimed a fast 
throughout Judah. Jehoshaphat 
taught the people to trust in the 
Lord to deliver them from the 
mighty host that came against 
them. And God did deliver them. 
He sent Jahaziel, the prophet, to 
comfort Jehoshaphat and the peo- 
ple, saying, “For the battle is not 
your’s, but God's.” And God mi- 
raculously set the peopic of Am- 
mon and the Moabites against the 
Edomites and then set the Am- 
monites and Moabites against 
each other, while the Israelites 
listened to appointed singers who 
praised the beauty of holiness and 
said, “Praise the Lord; for his 
mercy endureth for ever.” God 
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had not forsaken Jehoshaphat. 
God brought mighty deiiverance 
to Israel and answered Jehosha- 
phat’s prayers. 

Later when Jehoshaphat teamed 
up with Ahaziah, the wicked son 
of Ahab ruling then in Israel, to 
‘make ships together for long 
ocean voyages to bring in treas- 
ures for the two kings, God de- 
stroyed those ships at Ezion-ga- 
ber. We suppose that it was by 
a great storm that “the ships 
were oe that they were not 
able go to ‘Tarshish.’ There 
Was a tremendous financial loss, 
but even so it was a mild rebuke 
for the king who had disregarded 
the former warning and a second 
time teamed up with a_ wicked 
king, making himself a _ partner 
with enemies of the Lord. 

The mercy of the Lord appears 
even more long-suffering and 
kind when a third time Jenosha- 
phat teamed up with Jehoram, an- 
other son of Ahab, who succeeded 
Ahaziah. Jehoshaphat and Jehor- 
am and the king of Edom were 
about to be destroyed in the wil- 
derness with no water, when God 
sent word through Elisha the 
prophet. That word included a 
sharp rebuke for the bad alliance, 
but God instructed them to make 
the valley full of ditches, and God 
filled the ditches with wafer for 
the thirsty multitude and helped 
them to defeat the Moabites. 

Jehoshaphat was a man, And 
doubtless with the frailty of our 
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poor carnal natures, he supposed 
that he was getting by with his 
sins. After all, he was better than 
most of the kings of Judah had 
been. He served the Lord, he put 
away the idols out of Judah, he 
sent Levites to teach the people 
the law. So no doubt Jehoshaphat 
felt that he was a pretty good 
man and that God would let him 
get by with yoking up with un- 
believers. But alas, there was 
wrath on him from before the 
Lord, as he had been plainly warn- 
ed, and he must suffer eventually 
terrible results for his sin. 

Look through the Bible. You 
will see that Moses lost his tem- 
per and disobeyed God by smiting 
the rock at Meribah. And there 
mercifully God gave the water to 
the multitude, although God's 
type of salvation by the once- 
smitten Christ, never to be smit- 
ten again, was broken. God gave 
the water. Temporarily there was 
blessing. Moses went on as a 
leader. But God plainly warned 
him: for that fit of temper and 
that disobedience, Moses was re- 
fused the right to enter Canaan. 
Another should lead the hosts 
across Jordan and into the prom- 
ised land. Punishment was de- 
layed, but punishment Was sure. 

Samson was blessed again and 
again, so that we sometimes won- 
der at God’s mercy. But at last 
Samson’s sin caught up with him. 

Eli, the old prophet of God, 
neglected the rearing of his sons 
and pleased them more than God. 
And yet judgment did not come 
upon his family until he was nine- 
ty years old. When Israel was de- 
feated by the Philistines, the ark 
was taken, and the solemn judg- 
ment was passed that he should 
never have a blessed priest of his 
descendants to live to old age be- 
cause of his sins. Judgment was 
delayed, but it came! 

David seemed to prosper after 
his sin with Bath-sheba, after his 
murder of Uriah. But bit by bit 
there came the chain of heart- 
breaking circumstances. David 
had said in an inspired wrath 
that the rich man who had taken 
another’s ewe lamb must restore 
four-fold. But he, David, was the 
rich man of whom Nathan spoke. 
First David’s baby died despite his 
fasting and prayer. Then David’s 
daughter was raped by her own 
half brother, David’s son, Amnon. 
Then Amnon was slain by Absa- 
Jom. Then Absalom after long ex- 
ile was brought back and even- 
tually stole the hearts of the peo- 


ple and seized the kingdom. It

ishment. But it was delayed, It| that he knows displeases God.

did not come at once. 


So when a good man sells out | 


or trims the corners to please the 
world and makes common cause 
with the enemies of God, the pun- 
ishment may not come suddenly. 

Someone asked me not long ago 
about an evangelist who calls the 
modernists his friends, has them 
lead in prayer, and promotes their 
churches and gets members 
them in his campaigns. If that 
Was wrong, my questioner asked, 
why did not God immediately 
bring judgment upon him? 

But I answered, “But do you 
want that? Do you want God's 
immediate wrath on you every 
time you fail God, on every sin, 
every neglect, every failure in 
faith, every step in the wrong di- 
rection? Do you want for your- 
self mercy and patience and long- 
suffering from God? Then why 
Should you not want it for oth- 
ers?” I personally thank God that 
He does not immediately slap 
down and bring to ruin everyone 
who steps somewhat out of the 
way. Long ago I should have been 
laid aside if God had not, dealt 
patiently and kindly and given me 
again and again another 
to serve Him. 

If one does not heed the warn- 
ings of God, there will eventually 
come sharp and painful judgment. 
But God gives men a charice to

do better, to turn from sin. Oh, | 


how blessed are those men who 
are not too arrogant or too proud, 
too self-centered to listen to God’s 
warning! But Jehoshaphat seemed 
not to listen. He went on to fur- 
ther compromise. 

And we should remember, too, 
that the only kind of men God 
has to use are impertect men. Dr. 
J. B. Gambrell, famous Southern 
Baptist of a generation ago, used 
to say, “God can hit some mighty 
straight licks with some mighty 
crooked sticks.” And I am glad 
that God in mercy puts His treas- 
ure in earthen vessels. I am glad 
that He calls people to preach and 
counts them worthy wno are un- 
worthy, as Paul said he was. 

But do not presume on God’s 
mercy. There was wrath from he- 
fore the Lord on Jehoshaphat, and 
since there seemed to be no genu- 
ine repentance and turning from 
the way of compromise, Jehosha- 
phat must suffer. 


2. Jehoshaphat’s Great Loss of 
God’s Intimate Fellowship and 
Favor 


“Therefore is wrath upon thee 
from before the Lord,’ Jehu told 
Jehoshaphat. It is always a sad 
thing when one looks up to God’s 
face and sees it clouded with dis- 
pleasure. It is always a sad thing 


when a Christian prays and yet 


feels some sense of God's with- 
drawal, some reproving of con- 
science in. God’s presence. So Je- 
hoshaphat must have felt. There 
was wrath on him from before the 
Lord! 

One can sense the reproof of 
conscience which Jehoshaphat had 
when with Ahab he first suggest- 
ed that they should inquire of the 
prophets of God concerning the 
proposed battle at Ramoih-gilead, 
and more still when he was dis- 
satisfied with their assurance of 
success and insisted 9n hearing 
what ‘Micaiah had to say from 
God. Yet he did not heed the 
prophecy of God from Micaiah. 
He saw the faithful prophet put 
in chains and carried away to 
prison to live on the bread and 
water of affliction because of his 
faithfulness to God. Jehoshaphat 
must have felt some strange sense 
of unease that he was on good 
terms with Ahab, the enemy of 
God, and on bad terms with God’s 
prophet! We may be sure that 
Micaiah, kept in prison until the 
word came of Ahab’s death and 
having only bread and water, felt 
much more sweetly the presence 


of God than did Jehoshaphat in 


his kingly robes, riding in the 
chariot after Ahab’s chariot! 
When with great care, and with 
fond hopes of riches, Jehoshaphat 
had helped Ahaziah build a fleet 
of ships to make far voyages to 
bring back, like Solomon’s ships, 
gold, silver, ivory, apes, and pea- 
cocks to glorify his court, the 
mighty wind destroyed the ships 
at Ezion-gaber. It was the hand 
of God! Jehoshaphat knew that. 
God’s prophet plainly told him 
so. It was a sign of God’s contin- 
ued displeasure over his compro- 
mise. It is bad for a Christian 
to have a business venture that

Perhaps Jehoshaphat excused 


himself for visiting with Ahab. | 


It was necessary for kings to be 
friendly with neighboring kings. 


Perhaps he said, “But there shall | 
be no strings on my message. I |, 
But |' 


will still be true to God.” 
Jehoshaphat, no matter how earn- 
estly you insist that you will be 
true to God, your practice talks 
louder than your tongue. You 
know that Ahab is a wicked man. 
You know that devil-possessed 
Jezebel, his wife, hates God. You 
know that they support 450 
prophets of Baal. and that they 
have killed out all the prophets 
of God who were not hidden in 
a cave by Obadiah, except Elijah, 
who ran for his life. Do you think 
that you can maintain your in- 
tegrity and run with the enemies 
of the Lord? 

Whatever Jehoshaphat may 
have professed about his love for 
God, *his first-born son Jehoram 
fell in love with the daughter of 
Ahab and Jezebel( wooed her, and 
married her. And then he _ pat- 
terned his life not after godly 
Jehoshaphat, but after wicked 
Ahab. 


How strongly the Bible tells of 
the wickedness of Jehoram and 
the fury of God toward this son 
of a good man, who followed his 
father’s footsteps and went a lit- 


} 


to go a whoring, like to the 
whoredoms of the house of Ahab, 
and also has slain thy brethren of 
thy father’s house, which were 
better than thyself: Behold, with 
a great plague will the Lord smite 
thy people, and thy children, and 
thy wives, and all thy goods: And 
thou shalt have great sickness by 


disease of thy bowels, until thy 
‘bowels fall out by reason of the 
Sickness day by day’ (II Chron. 


21:11-15). 

We understand that Elijah had 
been. translated to Heaven before 
3ut the Spirit of God 
had come upon him and he had 
written solemn warning about Je- 
horam. He knew, no doubt, the 
young prince who was enamored 
of Ahab’s family and married 
Ahab’s daughter. And the Spirit 
of God had him write the propn- 
ecy condemning Jehoram and 
promising his early and shameful 
and horrible death. 

Jehoshaphat, too bad you are 
not here to read the writing of 
the prophet Elijah. Really, it is

written to you. Elijah knew, and 
it was revealed by the Hely Spirit 
to him, that Jehoram would go 


further in the compromise with 
Ahab than you, Jehoshaphat, 
went. And Elijah had it revealed 


io him that God would visit the 
_ iniquity of the fathers on the chil- 
dren. You were a good man, Je- 
hoshaphat, but you could not get 
by with bad company, with en- 
couraging the enemies of God, 
with loving the fellowship of them 
that hated God. You see, God 
knew ahead of time that Jenoram 
would follow the path so plainly 
marked out for him by his fa- 
ther-——a path of condoning sin, of 
keeping company with. sinners— 
and God knew that the boy who 
married Ahab’s daughter would 
follow the steps of Ahab. And so 
God wrote it down. But Jehosha- 
phat should well know that he is 
the man who made the first steps 
in the direction of ruin and point- 
ed his son that way and made the 
ties with Ahab which led to the 
boy's sinful marriage and his life 
of sin and his utter destruction 
from the hand of God! 


So God smote Jehoram in his 
bowels with an incurable disease. 
“And it came to pass, that in proc- 
ess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by rea- 
son of his sickness: so he died of 
sore diseases. And his people made 
no burning for him, like the burn- 
yng of his fathers. Thirty and two 
years old was he when he began 
to reign, and he reigned in Je- 
rusalem eight years, and departed 
without being desired. Howbcit 
they buried him in the city of 
David, but not in the sepulchres 
of the kings’ (II Chron. 21:19, 
20). 

Jehoshaphat, you set the pat- 
tern of compromise. Now you 
have a son who has died in Sin, 
died with the curse of God on his 
body, one who departed without 
being desired, one who is buried 
in the city but not in the sepul- 
chres of the kings! So it happens 
to the sons of good men who com- 
promise, 


4. The Curse on Jchoshaphat’s Sin 
Continued to the Third Genera- 
tion, to Ahaziah 

Ahaziah, youngest son of .wick- 
ed Jehoram, now reigned in his 
stead. Ahaziah was forty-two 
rears old when he began to reign. 
He reigned only one year. And we 
must remember that “His moth- 
er’s name also was Athaliah the 
daughter.of Omri,” that is, de- 


scended from Omri, through 
Ahab. : 
And we are told these = sad 


things about the. grandson. who 
followed the wicked son: “He also 
walked in the ways of the house 
of Ahab: for his mother was his 
counsellor to do wickedly. Where- 
fore he did evil in the sight of 
the Lord like the house -of Ahab: 
jor they were his counsellors aft- 
er the death of his father to his 
destruction”. (II Chron: 22:3, 4). 
; Ahaziah reigned one year, His 
story is short and sharp in the 
Bible. He went. after the counsel 
of the house of Ahab and did it 
to his destruction, He went. with 
Jehoram, the son of Ahab: (you 
see, there were two Jehorams, one 
king of Israel and one: formerly 
king of. Judah), to war.. They 
went to fight against Hazael, king 
of Syria. Jehoram, son of Ahab, 
was sick of wounds in the battle. 
Ahaziah went. to see his neighbor 
king. And there he was when God 
sent Jehu, “whom the Lord had 
anointed to cut off the house of 
Ahab.” So Jehu killed Jehoram 
and killed Ahaziah. He cut off 
the last of the wicked line of 
Ahab in the northern kingdom, 
Israel. And he cut off the wick- 
ed Ahaziah of the house of Judah 
at the same time. The judgment 


of God destroyed Jehoshaphat's 
son, Now it has destroyed his. 
grandson. 


It is significant that Ahaziah 
died in the very matter for which 
God had rebuked Jehoshaphat, 
that is, in his alliance with the 
house of Ahab. When Jehoshaphat 
made alliance with wicked idola- 
trous Ahab, the prophet of God 
warned him, ‘““Therefore is wrath 
upon thee from before the Lord.” 


Now when his grandson has gone | 


to war as a partner of the son of 
Ahab and has visited Jehoram, 
his wicked friend, destruction 


smites them both together. The 
Bible-believer who runs with the 
modernists will receive the fate 
of the modernists in destruction 
sometimes. Remember that Ba- 
laam, the prophet of God who sold 
out to the Midianites for gain and 
caused Israel to sin, died with the 
Midianites by the sword (Num. 
31:8). 

Moses may have thought, when 
he gave way to his impatience and 
anger and smote the rock instead 
of speaking to it as God had com- 
manded, that he had gotten by. 
The water gushed ouf® The people 
and their cattle had plenty to 
drink. Moses retained his place 
of leadership. But Moses later 
was kept out of the land of Ca- 
naan. Chickens come home to 
roost. People reap what they sow. 
Even God’s children cannot get 
by with sin. 

And so Jehoshaphat reaped and 
reaped terribly in his son and 
grandson, the result of his com- 
promise with sinful men, his yok- 
ing up with unbelievers, his lov- 
ing the enemies of the Lord, and 
his helping the ungodly. 


5. God’s Work Suffered Perma- 
nently From Jehoshaphat’s 
Compromise 
Jehoshaphat reigned on_ the 
throne of David. It was promised 
that this throne would be estab- 
lished forever and that’ there 
eventually the Lord Jesus Christ 
would come and reign. Jehosha- 
phat was God’s appointed leader, 
not only for the nation of Judah, 
but in some sense was (od’s rep- 
resentative to the northern king- 
dom where wicked Ahab and Jez- 
ebel reigned and served Baal. It 
was through Israel that tne 
prophets came and the Bible came 
and through whom Christ should 
come. To a very real degree, the 
cause of God on earth was wrap- 
ped up in that king on David's 
throne, ruling over God’s people. 
At first God had prospered the 
nation because _ Jenoshaphat 
sought the Lord and walked in 
His commandments. He put down 
the high places, outlawed idolatry, 
and sent Levites and princes to 
teach the law of God throughout 
the cities of Judah. So God 
blessed him, and Jehoshanhat had 
riches and honor in abundance: 
God had delivered the Moabites 
into his hand; and the Edomites 

and Ammonites, 

But God’s constant blessing be- 
gan to wane.}when Jehoshapnat 
continued to ally himself with 
wicked people. The first great dis- 
aster came when Jehoshaphat’s 
ships were destroyed by God's 
angry storm, to prevent his car- 


-rying out the alliance with Ahazi- 


ah. And after. Jehoshaphat died, 
ruin came swiftly upon the na- 
tion and Jehoshaphat’s son and 
David's. throne. 

God introduced the reign of Je- 
horam and said, “In his days the 
Edomites revolted from under the 
dominion of Judah, and made 
themselves a king” (II Chron. 
21:8): And then we are told, “The 
same time also did Libnah revolt 
from under his hand; because he 
had forsaken the Lord God of his 
fathers” (II Chron, 21:10). 

Then after further warning to 
Jehoram we read, “Moreover the 
Lord stined up against Jehoram 
the spirit of the Philistines, and 
of the Arabians, that were near 
the Ethiopians: And they came 
up into Judah, and brake into it, 
and carried away all the = sub- 
stance that .was found: in the 
king’s house, and his scns._ also, 
and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jehoa- 
haz, the youngest of his’ sons” 
(II Chron. 21:16, 17). 

The countries that had been 
subject to Jehoshaphat now fell 
away. Moreover they came into 
Judah and Jerusalem and carried 
away the riches of the _ king’s 
palace, carried away his sons and 
his Wives, ane only Jehoram’s 
youngest sof. 

The wane of the kingdom con- 
tinued under Jehoshaphat’s grand- 
son, Ahaziah. He went on in sin 
and Jehu, whom God had anoint- 
ed to destroy the house of Ahab, 
destroyed Ahaziah also. And then 
wicked Athaliah, the daughter of 


.Ahab and mother of Ahaziah, took 


charge in Judah and killed all 
the kingly seed but the baby Jo- 
ash, who was hidden. 

Not only did national distress 
and poverty and dwindling popu- 
lation and influence come to Ju- 
dah because of Jehoshaphat’s 
compromise, but the people were 
led into sin. Jehoram “made high 


ous woman temperance 


places in the mountains of Judah, 
and caused the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem to commit fornication, 
and compelled Judah thereto” (II 
Chron. 21:11). The most influen- 
tial person in the nation was 
wicked Athaliah, the daughter of 
Ahab, and she led the people fur- 
ther into sin, Judah is getting 
ready for captivity. God will not 
let them get by in their sin. And 
when the records are. all made 
clear, it will surely be evident 
that Jehoshaphat’s compromise 
had a great deal to do with the 
ruin of the nation and its idola- 
try and eventual captivity. 

So the cause of. Christ suffers 
when God’s good men sell out and 
yoke up with the ungodly and 
with unbelievers. 

The ruin is not always appar- 
ent. As in the case of Jehosha- 
phat, it often comes in the late 
years or after the death of the 
good man who helped the ungodly 
and loved the enemies of the Lord 
as his friends and companions and 
partners, 

I think now of the great work 
of D. L. Moody in the Northfield 
School for Girls, Mount Hermon 
School for Boys, in Massachusetts, 
and the wonderful Northfield 
Conference which he established, 
where many thousands of preach- 
ers had their hearts warmed and 
stirred to win souls. But Moody 
left the work in Northfield in the 
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Submission to 
Divine Will

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hand of his son. And there, un- 
fortunately, D. L. “Moody had 
brought Henry Drummond _ to 
speak. Drummond was a great 
friend of Moody’s. He would hard- 
ly be called a modernist now, 
but at least he was liberal. He 
believed in evolution. He made 
much of Christian love, and made 
nothing of faithfulness to the 
Word of God. When Drummond 
became known as a liberal, Moody 
would have him no more. But his 
influence had been felt. 

There Moody had brought Wil- 
liam Rainey Harper, the brilliant 
young man who was soon to be 
the head and builder of the great 
University of Chicago and led it 
from the fundamentalist Baptist 
position into outrageous modern- 
ism. Harper had not gone-all the 
way when he spoke for Moody at 
Northfield. But he was headed 
wrong. Later when Harper was 
a known modernist Moody did 
not endorse him. 

With George Adam Smith it 
was much the same. But the bad 
influence was to tell. 

So Moody’s son learned to love 
these “liberals.” After D. BE. 
Moody’s death, his son invited 
more of them to Northfield, and 
soon Northfield Conference and 
the Northfield Schools were all 
handed over into the hands of 
modernists. Soon young Moody 
himself was publishing that if his 
father had lived, he would prob- 
ably have been a liberal also in 
later years. Of course that slan- 
der was answered by Dr. R. A. 
Torrey in Moody Monthly and 
elsewhere, and it was never true. 

Let me be clear. Moody care- 
fully insisted that he would not 


“co-operate with anybody who did 


not believe in the Bible. He shut 
out of his campaigns the Unitar- 
ians who might have ¢o-operated. 
He insisted that there is no basis 
of unity but “the Bible as it is.” 
He broke fellowship with the fam- 
leader, 
Frances E. Willard, because she 
appeared on a platform with Uni- 
tarian preachers, and Moody in- 
sisted that no Christian ought ev- 
er to appear on the platform with 
a man who did not believe the 
Bible or Ahe deity, virgin birth, 
and blood atonement of Christ. 
Moody has been slandered on this 


matter, but he is on record clear- 
ly. Drummond never classified 
himself as a modernist. He used 
the terms of historic Christianity. 
And he really won souls to Christ. 
I believe he was really saved. But 
he took somewhat the “new evan- 
gelical” viewpoint. William Rain- 
ey Harper had not then _ pro- 
nounced himself in the outstand- 
ing liberal position which he later 
assumed, but still it was a mistake 
to have him at Northfield without 
a clear-cut testimony on the es- 
sentials of the Christian faith. 
Later Moody saw his mistake and 
corrected it. But, Moody’s son and 
three of the four great Christian 
institutions Moody founded in 
America went over to modernism 
within one generation! 


Thank God that James M. Gray 
and R. A. Torrey were left in 
charge of Moody Bible Institute 
and kept it straight. 

I think of my beloved friend, 
the revered Dr. W. B. Riley, long 
pastor of the great First Baptist 
Church in Minneapolis and the 
founder and president of the 
Northwestern Schools. Dr. Riley 
tried to make his fight for the 
fundamentals within the Northern 
Baptist Convention (now Ameri- 
can Baptist). He was distressed 
because there was no single grand 
unified movement outside the 
Convention with which he could 
join. And so reluctantly and with 
constant pain in his heart, Dr. 
Riley stayed in the Convention. 

But before his death, he was so 
greatly convicted that he. felt he 
must not die in the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention. He sent an article 
to THE SWoRD OF THE LORD and 
mimeographed copies of this ar- 
ticle widespread, announcing that 
he was leaving the Northern Bap- 
tist Convention, that he dared not 
die in it, that he must not have 
his influence on the side of the 
ecumenical movement, the ‘“‘in- 
clusivist” program, of supporting 
both modernists and fundamental- 
ists. And so he came out and died 
as an independent Baptist with a 
noble testimony. | 

But that noble good man, my 
dearly loved friend, would want 
me to be frank in this matter. He 
did not come out soon enough! 
He did not come out in time to 
lead the First Baptist Church of 
Minneapolis to take a clear stand 
against the Northern Baptist Con- 
vention. He had already retired 
as pastor. Now that great church 
is under the leadership “f a man 
who takes no_ special ~- stand 
against modernism, who supports 
the Northern Baptist Convention. 
His schools, although Dr. Riley 
warned his _ intimate friends 
straightly against the leadership 
of this man, have now falJlen into 
his control. And the Northwest- 
ern Schools are largely aligned 
with the “new evangelicalism,” 
with the “ecumenical _ spirit” 
which means running with the 
good and the bad, making little 
distinction between Bible-believ- 
ers and Bible-rejectors, Dear Dr. 
Riley came out, but he did not 
come out soon enough to save the 
church and the schools. Dr. Riley 
made a noble fight against mod- 
ernism, in the Convention. In my 
humble judgment he could have 
done more good by the one single 
act of coming out boldly and de- 
claring he would never give a 
dollar -to support a cause nor al- 
low his name or influence to be 
used to support a cause which 
gave bread to modernists and 
gave platforms for infidels to 
spread their anti-Christian propa- 
ganda. I say, God’s cause suffers 
when a good man remains in any 
yoke with unbelievers. 

Dr. Bob Shuler, long the pastor 
of the great Trinity Methodist 
Church in Los Angeles, is my be- 
loved and greatly trusted friend. 
He is on the Co-operating Board 
of the Sword of the Lord. We 
have published three of his books. 
He is a mighty man of God, He 
believes the Bible and says so. 
He opposes modernism and dces 
it vigorously. God has greatly 
blessed his ministry. 

But Dr. Shuler stayed within 
the Methodist church. Although 
he talked against modernism, he 
still gave allegiance to a system 
which is controlled by modern- 
ists. The literature of Methodist 
publishing houses is pretty uni- 
versally tainted with modernism. 
The commentaries they generally 
publish are the work of men who 
could properly be called infidels 
who deny almost every essential 
of the Christian faith. 'The schoois 
are gone over to the liberal posi- 


tion. A man cannot now be ac- 
cepted in the Methodist ministry 
until he studies certain books 
which are calculated to break 
down his faith in the Bible as the 
infallible Word of God. And Dr. 
Shuler stayed in the Methodist 
church. I do not suggest that his 
retirement pay influenced him, as 
it has others. He honestly tried to 
help the Methodist church stay 
true. But he failed and now the 
great Trinity Methodist Church 
where he spent so many years 
of blessed ministry is in other 
hands. And he who begged the 
people to stay with the church 
and give it a chance has now in 
print released them from their 
obligation. And the church is 
gone as a_soul-winning center, 
as a base for defense of tlie faith. 

Dr. Shuler has much of. his 
work wasted because he stayed in 
the church and was brother to 
modernists and bade them God- 
speed by raising money for the 
program and by leaving’ the 
church in their control, when he 
could have come out. 

There was a time when nearly 
all the congregation would have 
come out with him. But even if 
they had not done so; his testi- 
mony against modernism would 
have been many times more pow- 
erful if he had acted like he 
talked, and if he had broken com- 
pletely his allegiance to the group 
whose sins he denounced. That 
bold, good man, so eager to fol- 
low the clear leading of God, will 
not love me less when I say that 
in my judgment, the cause of 
Christ suffers now because he did 
not come out of the Methodist 
church and break with the sup- 
port of modernism years 2g0. 

The cause of Christ suffers 
when Christians compromise. It is 
not always immediately apparent, 
but it is always true. To make 
partners and _ yokefellows'§ and 
sponsors out of people who do 
not believe the Bible, who do not 
hold the historic Christian faith 
and are thus the enemies of 
Christ and the Bible, I say that 
compromise always does. great 
harm to the cause of Christ. So 
it was with Jehoshaphat and so 
it is today. 

Schools and other Christian in- 
stitutions do not leap immediately 
from the fundamental Bible-be- 
lieving position into outright mod- 
ernism, No, it may take a genera- 
tion for the seeds that are sown 
to bring full fruit. First there is 
a lot of propaganda for peace and 
love and brotherhood. Of course 
this love and brotherhood is not 
expected for the out-and-out fun- 
damentalist, but only for the 
shady and compromising and un- 
believing. But that spirit stops 
the defense of the faith. So comes 
compromise, then modernism tol- 
erated, then infidels in control.
